Your name was suggested to me as a solicitor who 
could handle a legal Flatter in which 1 need assistance fro® 
counsel in England. The facts concerning the natter are as 
followsi 

Burdette G. Johnson, who as sole proprietor operated 
the St. Louis Stamp and Coin Company, was a close friend and 
did business with Leonard S. Forrer who, prior to World K»r 
IX, was employed by Spinks, London. After World War II 
Leonard Forrer determined to go into the coin business him¬ 
self mid came to St. Louis, Missouri, to discuss the matter. 

A contract dated August 2h , 191*5 was entered into between 
Leonard S. Forrer and Burdette 0. Johnson in St. Louis, Missouri, 
a copy of which is enclosed. A corporation under the name 
B L.S.Forrer , Ltd." was organised in England, on Hovenbar 2, 

1915, Ho. 1*00736, under the Companies Act of 1929. Leonard S. 
Forrer,his wife Keriel Z. Forrer, and Burdette G. Johnson were 
the directors. On December 20, 191*5 there was issued to 
Burdette G. Johnson ten (10) shares of the stock of L.S. Forrer, 
Ltd. Ten (10) additional shares were issued to Leonard S. Forrer 
and his wife making the total outstanding number of shares 
twenty (20). The total number of authorised shares was one 
hundred (100). The last balance sheet received from this 
corporation was as of September 30, 191*8* 

There was consigned, on approval, by B. G. Johnson 
to Leonard S. Forrer as an individual, coins of a total of 
Fourteen Thousand Three Hundred Thirty-five Dollars and Fifty 
Cents (111*, 335*50), United States currency. These were listed 
on a twenty-two page invoice dated August 22, 191*5* These coins 
were delivered to Leonard 3. Forrer in St. Louis, Missouri, 

U.S.A. and, apparently, taken by hia to London. The ill*, 335*50 
invoice of coins on approval was to ba separate and distinct 
from the contract as to the corporation and its functions. From

time to time thereafter these coins were sold by Forrer and 
reports showing about #9,000.00 in sales were sent up thru 
19U9. So payments have ever been made on this account but 
a few coin8 were returned at ay request, leaving about $9,000.00 
due in money and about $9,000.00 due in coins or in money* 

‘■ince 19l*9 no report as to whether items were sold or not 
has been made. 

Burdette 0. Johnson died on February 2k, 19i*7. The 
stock in L. S. Forrer, Ltd. and the merchandise in coins were 
inventoried in Probate Court in the County of St. Louis, 
Missouri, but no ancillary proceedings have been commenced 
in England. The Estate is still being administered in the 
Probate Court aid Georg© £• Gassier and Eric P. Newman (the 
writer) are the executors. 

With respect to the Ten Thousand Dollars($10,000.00)in 
loans which Johnson was obliged to make under section It of 
the contract, checks aggregating $10,000.00 were sent to l#S» 
Forrer, Ltd. and those which were not cashed prior to the death 
of B. G. Johnson were returned by Forrer. The amount of 
those cashed was repaid in dollars to the state of B. G. 

Johnson by L. .*?. Forrer, Ltd. I believe that these sums were 
registered in and registered out of England. 

After the death of Burdette 0. Johnson, Leonard 5. 
Forrer came to America and requested additional coins on 
approval and consignment. By invoice dated July 29, 19i*7, 

Four Thousand Nine Hundred Thirty-nine Dollars and Fifty Gents 
(tU,939*50) in coins was delivered subject to a ten percent 
( 10 %) discount. ?ome of these coins were returned and the 
rest, apparently, were sold, leaving $2,065*00 less 10$, or 
Eighteen Hundred Fifty-eight Dollars and Fifty Cents ($1858*50) 
due. No payments have ever been made on this Invoice. An in¬ 
voice of July 29, 19U7, totalling Eighty-Five Dollars aid Fifty 
Cents ($85.50), subject to 10$ discount had one coin returned 
leaving a balance of $71.55 due. There is also an invoice of 
July 30, 191*7 totalling Thirty-two Hundred Ninety Dollars 
($3290.00) subject to a 10$ discount, on which some items were 
returned and apparently the balance sold, leaving $ 2 920.00 
less 10$, or $2628.00 due. These invoices are to L. S. Forrer 
personally and the coins were receipted for in St. Louis by 
him.

The accountants for the firs are Barclay, Butler 
and Broad, 13b Penchurch Street, London. The laecfc balance 
sheet which we have received is for September 30, 19b8. 

In April of 19 b9 1 went to Sngland to try to straighten this 
matter out aid found that L. % Forrer, Ltd. had sold certain 
coins on credit and were having difficulty with the collection 
of amounts due on one large account. Mr.Forrer took me to 
see and I spent a considerable period w! th Hr. Ferrell, the 
managing clerk of the accountants at his office, at 30 Fleet 
Street, 8. C. b. At that time it was explained to me that 
the as-.ounta due to the St. Louis Stamp & Coin Company for 
consigned coins were carried as personal items so that Mr. 
Forrer could deduct expenses to America an d that these are 
the only items of coin business which were being carried on 
personally. 


L. 8. Forrer, Ltd. and Leonard Forrer do business 
from 175 Piccadilly with customers in various parts of the 
world. Mr. Forrer travels frequently to Swrltserland and other 
points on the continent and so may be accumulating balances 
of funds or coins in other countries. He has been very closely 
associated with Adolph Hess, A. 0.,Haldenstrasse 5, Lucerne, 
Switzerland, which is principally operated by Herman Rosenberg. 
L. S. Forrer, Ltd. requested certain books which were pur¬ 
chased from the state of B. 0. Johnson in St. Louis to be 
sent to him at that address in Switserland. these books were 
to be sold for a ne t price of $b65.00 plus shipping costa, 
or Five Hundred Fourteen Dollar;; and Sixty Cents (#5lb.60). 
these books have never been paid for andnever been returned. 
Receipt was acknowledged by Adolph Hess, A.O. in 19 h9•

After that letters were not answered promptly by 
Forrar m d the situation has deteriorated S3 far as cooper¬ 
ation frojn him is concerned. He is doing business continu¬ 
ally, advertising in American publications and is the Presi¬ 
dent of the International Professional Coin Dealers Associ¬ 
ation. ile is a very evasive talker when he chooses to be and 
is merely trying to take advantage of the monetary regulations, 
etc. to avoid payments and accounting to the Estate of B. 0. 
Johnson. I believe he is bitter and Jealous about the fact 
that he owes money and he gives no reason for not cooperating* 
Ho is entitled to some very small offset credits which come to 
1500.00 perhaps, by letter dated December 11, 1950 he prom¬ 
ised to begin paying in March, 1951 but failed to do so or 
give any reason. 

1 m flying to London from Hew York on April 30, 

1952 to endeavor to complete any arrangement you feel you 
can recommend. I lease advise him to be in town at that time. 

I only Intend to stay a day or so and then go to Scotland. 

I will then return to London to go to the continent. 

You may contact Leonard Forrer, make demands for 
statements of the corporation, make demands for return or 
payment for the open invoices of coins, etc. You may pre¬ 
pare any suit which you may feel should be filed including 
receivership. Ihe estate may take some payments in English 
pounds end will take coins either in escrow with you or a 
bank until sold or coins valued on a fair basis which can 
be brought baek to America. I can have the accounts assigned 
to me personally for collection if that will help. Do not 
let Kr. Forrer give excuses that he will taka this matter up 
with me when I arrive and in that way avoid negotiations with 
you. I do not believe that L. 8. Forrer, Ltd. and Leonard 5. 
Forrer can stand exposure of our claim as the activities of 
coin dealers generally are without particular regard to 
foreign exchange regulations. Coins are an International com¬ 
modity which can be brought or sent in and out of countries 
easily without be„ing valued correctly or in complet a conceal¬ 
ment.

I acknowledge receipt with thanks of your letter of the 
19th instant and my firm is ready to do anything we can to 
help in this matter. 

I am afraid it is not permissible in this country to 
undertake litigation upon terms which relates our remuneration 
to the amount which is recovered, which is what I understand 
you to mean when you refer to "a contingent fee arrangement”. 

We can, however, discuss this aspect of the matter further 
on your coming visit to this country. 

I have carefully considered the contents of your letter 
under reply and there would appear to be no obstacle to pro¬ 
ceedings being instituted by you and your co-executor in 
respect of all amounts arising due for goods or coins supplied 
by you since the date of the death of the late Mr. Johnson. 

With regard to the big amount, however, $14,335.50, which fell 
due in respect of goods supplied during the lifetime of 
Mr. Johnson, I am afraid, unless we can get a satisfactory 

osition from Mr. Forrer, it will be necessary to obtain a 
>ate of the -ill in this country. If this 
becomes necessary, I shall have to send you over the forms 
of affidavit which will have to be sworn and with which you 
will have to return a certified copy of the Will of the testator. 
Probate will have to be obtained in this country and duty paid. 

It may, for this reason, be in the estate’s best interests to 
accept any reasonable proposition put forward by or on.behalf 
of F.orrer. As to this I will write you in due course, but in 
the meantime I enclose copies of three letters which I have 
today addressed, one to Mr. Forrer and two to his Company. 

These are going off today and in the meantime I will have 
the file of the Company searched to see what returns have been 
made in the past years and whether any accounts have been filed, 
although probably this is an exempt private company which 'kes 
not require to file accounts at the Companies Registry. I 
will also make some discreet enquiries amongst people having 
some knowledge of the coin and book world as to the present 
reputation of this Company.

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In passing I shall he grateful if you will indicate the 
source from which you obtained my name.

re; L. s, Forrer Ltd, and I, S. Forrer Asq. 

I refer once again to my letter to you of the 24th March. 
Since writing to you I have had a reaction to my letters to 
Mr. Forrer and the Company which resulted in Mr. Forrer coming 
to discuss the whole position. We parted on the understanding 
that Mr. Forrer would carefully consider the whole of his 
position and the position of the Company and would return to me 
on Tuesday of next week and make to me such proposal for the 
progressive liquidation of the debt as he felt possible. I 
told him that you and your co-executor were now determined to 
proceed with the matter unless the amount were paid or a 
satisfactory proposition were put up. 

At the outset ”r. Forrer suggested that you did not 
appreciate the difficulties which arose in connection with 
the payment or satisfaction of this debt by reason of the 
operation of the Exchange Control Act. I rather cut this short 
by saying that the operation of the Exchange Control Act did 
not prevent payment of the debt, or in default, the institution 
of proceedings and the obtaining of judgment, but that the 
leave of the Bank of England would have to be obtained before 
any judgment were enforced or before any payment were made. 

This, I think, rather surprised Mr. Forrer and I think also had 
the effect of showing him that we were determined to proceed, 
(here I would mention that it would not be possible for my 
firm to receive any of the debt or any of the subject matter 
of the debt without exposing the whole matter to the Bank of 
England, when, probably, the necessary consents would be 
obtained for the proceeds to be invested in this country, or 
perhaps even, in part, remitted to U.S.A.) 

The impression that I formed is that Mr. Forrer will have 
great difficulty in meeting at an early date any substantial 
part of the debt. In the time at my disposal, I questioned 
him about his situation and that of the Company. He mentioned 
that he was very glad that this had happened, that the whole 
thing had hung "like the Sword of Damacles" over his head and 
that he would be very glad to have the matter out in the open. 

He mentioned, with what truth I do not know, that if he were 
driven too hard he would have no alternative but to proceed 
into bankruptcy. Amongst other things he informed me that at 
a rough estimate about a fifth of the coins in question were

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still in his possession or in possession of the Company. He 
also produced the invoices which seemed to support his contention 
that the items were "upon consignment" only and not out and out 
sales to him. I do not know that this is particularly important 
in view of the fact that he admits that four-fifths of the coins 
have been disposed of. He says that at the present time he 
estimates the trading stock of the Company to be worth about 
£7,000 but this, he says, excludes a fifth of the coins which 
came from St, Louis, they being "on consignment" only. 

He told me, and this is probably, if true, known to you, 
that he has instructed the New Netherlands Ooin Company of 
1 West 47th Street, New York, to account to you for commission 
which will become due to him in connection with the sale of a 
collection of coins in America, a portion of the sale of the 
"Allen Collection". He was quite unable to give me any idea 
what the amount of these payments was likely to be, only saying 
that the New Netherlands Coin Company had to account at the end 
of each month to the owners for the sales during the past month 
and that there would be an accounting at the end of the current 
month and an amount due to him, which would go to you. 

He said also that he had succeeded in getting Adolph Hess 
A.G. of Lucerne entrusted with the sale of the European share of 
the "Allen Collection" and that he would instruct Hess to hold 
his share for your account. Pressed as to what the figures 
involved here amount to, he said that there was some difficulty 
in realisation because too high reserves had been fixed in 
America on the collection in question, but he anticipated in 
the fullness of time $234,000.00 would ultimately be realised, 
the commission being 15^, half of which would be due to Hess and 
half to him, plus an overriding remuneration equal to one half 
of the eventual profits made by Hess. All of this sounds a 
little vague and, of course, it was quite impossible for me to 
verify anything that was said. 

Now with regard to the position of the Company: I have told 
you that he estimates the trading stock at £7,000 and he has 
produced to me what appears to be a copy of the accounts for the 
year ending the 30th September, 1951, from which it appears that 
in that year a net loss of £854.19.4d. was made, and which 
showed by reference that the loss incurred in the year to the 
30th September, 1950 was £261, bringing the total adverse balance 
on the profit and loss account to £2,057.10.-. 

Mr. Forrer attributes the unhappy state of his business to 
the fact that there is very little money about and the devaluation 
of the pound occasioned the Company considerable losses. 

W e observed that on the 30th September, 1951, there was a 
cash balance at the bank of £2,280. According to Mr. Forrer, 
he is going through a very bad time, but, like most debtors, he 
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expressed the opinion that given a reasonable time, his affairs 
should improve in such a way as to enable him to discharge in 
full his indebtedness. 

I made it quite clear to him that the time for hopes and 
vague promises was oast and that failing a reasonable settle¬ 
ment, there would have to be recourse to proceedings. I have 
no knowledge at all of what Mr. Forrer’s personal resources are, 
but T will try to explore this field when he comes to see me 
again on Tuesday with any proposition that he has to make. A 
reference to the Company’s file shows that the position is 
exactly the same as it was when you knew about him, namely that 
there are only 30 shares issued. 

I shall let you have a further report after next Tuesday’s 
meeting.

3 ) With regard to the coins on consignment and approval, 
described on twenty-two sheets, end totalling |14*,335>§0, I 
attach a schedule of coins still available, and totalling 
£2792.15. These coins are immediately available, and they 
have all been checked *ith the criminal Consignment Mote, 

and can be returned to .you, or shipped to the Executors, as 
they may judge fit. For your information, end in my view, 
these form the irreducible hard core of the consignment, 
which have been valued too highly at the time, sc that they 
are unsaleable on this market. This matter was discusred 
with Mr. Newman on his visit to England in 1949, when he 
suggested, and indeed authorised me, to place them in an 
auction call t the moment was propitious. 

I have not done so as I understood tnat the coins were not 
to be sold under the prices listed in the Consignment Note, 
and I saw no chance of their fetching their rice. I also 
agree Lth the amounts outstanding on the three Consignment 
Notes dated 29th July 1947. Against the above amounts 
should be set the sum of £103 17s.

re: L. S. Forrer Ltd, and I.S.Forrer, ;sq. 


I have seen Mr. Forrer again today. He has produced a 
letter, a copy of which I now enclose . 

I read the letter through with him and pointed out to 
him that according to his figures, the proportion of the 
consignment of coins left unrealised is substantially less 
than one-fifth. I have arranged with him that he is to do 
up the coins in question and send them to me here sealed with 
his own seal. They will be received by me without prejudice 
and retained, pending your inspection and instructions. He 
will, if necessary, attend here on the breaking of the seal. 

If you are not prepared to have the coins, it is arranged 
that he will receive them back and we shall be restored to the 
position in which we were before they were sent to us. 

Most of the letter speaks for itself, but I have pointed 
out to him that I am by no means satisfied with paragraph 5 
of the letter and at my request he has arranged to supplement 
the letter by a specific proposal for the further reduction 
of his indebtedness, the proposal being based upon the 
assumption that the necessary consents shall be obtained from 
the Bank of England. I have already made it clear to you 
that these were the only terms upon which we ourselves could 
handle the money. Whether or not the Bank would release the 
money to you, I do not know; what I do feel, however, is 
(and I feel quite strongly) that anything we can get from 
Mr. Forrer will be safer even in a blocked account in this 
country than where it now is. 


There is no doubt that among the things which are 
seriously worrying Mr. Forrer, is the difficulty which he will 
have in trying to cope with the effect of the devaluation of 
the English pound An any payment which he may have to make 
to you. I have said that in the proposal he may make, there 
is no reason why he should not refer to this and presumably 
the letter will contain an invitation to you to meet him in 
some way in this respect. He stresses that it will be so 
much more easy for him to deal with the matter from sources 
outside this country, e.g. commission which he contends in due 
course will become payable to him in respect of the "Allen 
Collection".

Thank you for your letters of March 2h and March 27 and your 
prompt action with respect to my letter. 

Your name was suggested to me by Mr. Sydney Salkey, an attor¬ 
ney, of St. Louis who obtained your name from Mr. A. F. Mayer 
of London, whom you probably represent. 

tfpon receipt of the letter from you Mr. Forrer must nave written 
the New Netherlands Coin Company, 1 West i*7ta Street, Mew York, 
to send me a check for his share of certain commissions in the 
Allen collection. Accordingly, they did send me a cneck for 
$136.61 on March 27, 19$2. I sinew nothing heretofore about the 
fact that '"Ir, Forrer was entitled to any commissions from 
the sale of coins In America by the Hew Netherlands Coin 
Company. Mr. Charles Wormser, the President of Mew Nether¬ 
lands Coin Company married Mr. Forrer 's former secretary. 

The invoice of August 22, 19li5 for $11?,335*50 was a consign¬ 
ment and I feel that you should advise Mr. Forrer to prepare 
a summary of what has been sold from that consignment aid to 
turn over the unsold portion of those coins to me in London. 
Whether X leave them in England, or not will be a matter I 
will discuss with you. These coins, of course, must be checked 
over against the invoice but I want the detail work out of the 
way before I arrive. I believe Mr. Forrer will have no 
objection to that. 

Hess has been selling the Allen collection for at least two 
years or more and Mr. Forrer has had an interest in the pro¬ 
ceeds at all times. He has not turned over any of the money 
to the estate I represent. 

With respect to the corporation, I believe that you should 
consider having Mr. Forrer pledge the stock of the corporation 
for what he owes. The corporation probably has been losing 
money because of tne salary wnicn Mr. Forrer draws from the 
corporation and the fact that the inventory is taken at a

very low basis. With respect to items which are shipped 
out of the country with proceeds possibly made payable in 
Switaerland, there would be a tendency to reduee the mer¬ 
chandise inventory in England. In that way balances can be 
accumulated elsewhere. I believe I would ask Hr. Forrer 
whether he owns or the company owns any coins in Switserland 
or elsewhere • 

In view of the fact that he has a substantial cash balance 
in the corporation, I believe you should advise him that I 
expect some of that balance to be turned over to me in England. 

I would like to see an inventory of the coins wnich the 
corporation owns in order to determine what valuation basis 

is used. 

I bellove you should also ask lr* Forrer for a written acknow¬ 
ledgment of the amounts due on the other invoices and a 
statement that all of these items have been soldier. Forrer, 
it so happens, is selling another coin collector here in 
St. Louis. 

The devaluation of the pound did very little damage to Mr. 
Forrer*s business as all of his assets were in coins which 
are self-adjusting because they are an international commodity. 

It Is important to determine whether Hr. Forrer has any coins 
personally which are not in the corporation as this merchan¬ 
dise might more easily V® tij e subject of international dealing. 

There is another creditor here in Amerioa to whom Kr. Forrer 
owes 12500.00 and who, like myself* has been unable to receive 
any cooperation even by way of correspondence from Mr. Forrer. 
This creditor is^a coin dealerf^aiao^ 

I am wondering if you will do me a personal favor. I would like 
to rent a car in London about May 3 or May i* and would drive 
to Glasgow, leaving the car at Olas jow on Hay 15. Oodfrey, 
Davis, Ltd. 7 Sccelston Street, London, have various cars 
available and I would appreciate it if you would have them 
send me their comments on a size car for that purpose.

I note by your letter of April 1, 1952 that you are making 
progress. 

As I pointed out to you in my last letter, the return of the 
unsold coins will, no doubt, be satisfactory to all parties 
as Forrer indicates that, in his opinion, they are priced 
too high. I will check them through, in London, with him 
and there should be no difficulty now that he has furnished 
a statement as to what remains unsold. Please be in a 
position to advise me whether I can send these coins back to 
America in view of the fact that permission may not have been 
granted to bring them into England. 

It is important that I learn more about the relationship of 
Forrer with Adolph Hess, A. G. You will note he is immediately 
willing to pay $1*00.00 for the books through Adolph Hess, A.G. 

I believe he should be asked whether he has a participation 
in the Adolph Hess, A.G.business or coins in a joint venture 
with Adolph Hess, A. G. other than the Allen consignment, 
commission and override participation. 

With respect to toe books, Mr. Forrer never wrote me about 
the condition of the books even though Adolph Hess, A.G.said 
he would. After I talk to Mr. Forrer there will be no diffi¬ 
culty in adjusting the price of the books to a fair value. If 
his explanation of the condition of the books is correct, his 
figure of $1*00.00 certainly seems fair. 

With respect to the credit for 103 pounds 13 shillings 9 pence, 
this is practically all money advanced which I used toward my 
expenses in trying to collect this account in 191*9. 

I should think it would be an advantage for Forrer to pay me 
some pounds in England, which I will promptly spend there as 
I did previously. When the shipments of coins were made to 
Forrer he was specifically instructed to protect himself against 
devaluation of the pound and, as I previously indicated, he did 
so I believe to the best of his ability.

With regard to the fifth paragraph of my letter of 
March 31st last, and to give effect to your request, I 
have considered very carefully the question of payment 
in sterling, and I would suggest that, in addition to 
the dollar payments which will be made from New York and 
Lucernf ,a minimum payment of £50 a month be made, 
payable quarterly. Naturally it would be my endeavour 
to increase the amount by as much as possible, in order 
to extinguish the debt without undue delay, but I thought 
it as well to indicate a minimum figure.

Dear Mr. Newman, 

I have your letter of the 3rd April which will want a 
little further consideration on my part. In the meantime 
I have written to Godfrey Davies Ltd., quoting the extracts 
of your letter which refer to your desire for a car and 
asking them to communicate with you direct. I understand 
that they are very businesslike people and you will 
doubtless hear from them by air about the time you receive 
this letter. Any decisions which you come to you may 
communicate to them direct or through my firm as you like. 

I had expected to hear from Forrer at the end of last 
week with the unsold coins and also with a proposal for 
the progressive reduction of his debt. I did not do so, 
but during a telephone conversation of today, when I 
complained that he had not carried out his promise in this 
respect, he explained that his foreign visitors had stayed 
longer than he had anticipated, but that he was preparing 
a letter of offer today and that the coins would be 
despatched to us today. 

There will, of course, be an inventory of the unsold 
coins, but I must confess that I am a little bit at sea 
with regard to your expression of a desire that the checking 
of the inventory should be completed before you arrive. 

As you will have assumed, my personal knowledge of the coins 
is non existent and if you want the.checking done before you 
arrive I shall have to employ a numismatist . I gather 
in the circumstances it would not be advisable to go to 
S phi -R- a , but there are people I know called Glendennings, I 
don’t know whether they are known to you. If not, you 
doubtless know somebody in this country and will instruct 
me who^ito go to. I am most anxious not to have any 

tricks on Forrer’s part, although I have no reason to think 
that he will try to practice one. The present arrangement 
is that the coins should be opened in your presence and in 
his presence for the purpose of checking, etc. If this is 
to be departed from I shall have to give him,notice to give 
him an opportunity of attending when the numismatist checks 
the contents. 

I am glad to hear that you have had some remission 
from the New Netherlands Coin Company. Mr. Forrer had 
certainly given me to believe that you knew all about the 
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arrangement and that the disposal of this collection had 
been going on for some time; this does not seem to be 
correct . 

With regard to your suggestion that he should be asked 
to pledge the stock of his Company, I should have thought 
that this would give only the flimsiest security, if any. 

I assume the Company's activities to be entirely those of 
Mr. Forrer and I do not suppose Mr. Forrer is bound to the 
Company. The last balance sheet figures seemed to show 
that there is on loan to the Company an amount the payment 
of which would more than absorb the cash balance of the 
Company. I have formed the opinion that a steady and 
energetic pressure applied to Mr. Forrer and his Company 
may result in the best results being obtained, but as to 
this I am entirely in your hands. As soon as I hear from 
Forrer, which I hope will be tomorrow, I shall report to 
you further. 

I am obliged to you for the name of those people who 
introduced you to my firm. I know Messrs. K. F. Mayer 
very well indeed and have acted for them for some years.

at all that you cannot export these coins from this country, 
whether or not duty has be«n paid, without an export licence, 
which is obtainable from the customs and excise. Whether 
such a licence could be obtained may depend, I think, upon 
whether the coins consist of precious metal, or not. 

I think the best thing for me to do would 
be to send a clerk to make enquiries from the customs, but enquiry 
would, of course, be made anonymously. 

Will you please bring with you to this country 
the Grant of Probate, or whatever other form of representation has 
been obtained in the United States, because Porrer's Company has 
already stated that it wants formal proof in order to enable it to 
amend the Chare Register, so that the deceased*s shares go into 
the name of the executory.

Thank you Lor your letter of June 16th. The information 
in regard to Leonard is, of course, not very satisfactory 
nor do you state just what steps you intend to take in 
regard to the interests of the Johnson Estate. As you know 
very well, Leonard will never write me about anything and 
furthermore his statement regarding a finder’s commission is 
entirely hog-wash as he never found anything for me that I 
purchased. The other item he mentions relates to a selection 
of material sent to me, which contained absolutely nothing of 
interest but I tried to keep about $100.00 worth just to be 
sociable. As you can readily understand, all his statements 
are merely a stall and if you do not do something at once, some¬ 
one else will probably push him into bankruptcy and none of us 
will get anything. I do not agree that suing to recover money 
in Britain is of little value, as we can always go to London for 
a week or two and have a little vacation, and such funds can 
generally be used to pay passage both ways.

I received the selection of Connecticut cents but could not find 
any of them that were of much interest to me as I am not collecting 
varieties of these pieces, and only care to purchase a superb 
specimen when I see one. As you know, I have a distinct antipathy 
to specialization of any kind and only want coins or paper money 
in superb condition. The sheet of Connecticut Notes sent you I 
value at $1^0.00 or an exchange of material which I felt was worth 
that amount.

I am one of two executors of the Estate of B. G. Johnson, 
who died in 191? 7. Among the assets of the estate there were 
a very substantial auantity of coins which have been sent 
on consignment to Leonard S. Forrer. All of these coins 
were sold by Leonard Forrer, or L. S. Forrer, Ltd., a corp¬ 
oration, with offices at 175 Piccadilly, London, except for 
about 1 $% which I finally was able to get back. There were 
also some shipments of coins made by the executors to Leonard 
Forrer by the estate itself and these coins have either been 
sold or returned. On both of the above accounts payments 
have only been made to a nominal extent, the excuse of blocked 
foreign exchange regulations and poor business being made. 

I saw Forrer when I was in England and he promised me he 
would send a group of other coins to me and I have not re¬ 
ceived any of them. I would appreciate it if you would 

call upon him, on my behalf, and ask him whether these coins 
were sent. It is possible that he has been in Switzerland, 
where this estate is involved in another transaction. There 
is a group of books in Geneva which the estate offered for 
sale to a firm by the name of Hess and Forrer was to instruct 
them to return these books to me. He promised that he would 
see that this was done. 

I have an attorney in London, whose name is Charles Cyril 
Strong, 61 Gracechurch Street, London, E.C.3. He has endeavored 
to force Forrer to make payments and has been successful in 
making Forrer cooperate but, unfortunately, the currency regu¬ 
lations of England prevent any payments being made. Forrer is, 
therefore, taking advantage of the regulations to some extent. 

There is a substantial amount of money involved - being well
